Bible makes so much of wisdom, 
guidance and a working faith, even 
1C all the perplexities were not inailu 
plain. 


At its deepest and most intenso 


point Job, or the 
author of that 


truth-searching drama 
faced the 


doubts and perplexities. If he did 
ome to a solution, he did come 


working faith. "Shall not the 


ud«u of all the earth do right?" 


It is 
the same 
unsolved niys- 


cry that underlies even the great 
vorcls of Jesus' assurance. "Are not 
,vo sparrows sold for a farthing? 
\nd one of them shall not fall on 
he cround without your Father?" 
The underlying mystery is. why 


does the sparrow fall? It is the mys 
cry in the presence of war, suffer- 
ne and disaster, as well as in the 
presence of death.

What did the Hebrew saints ayid 


prophanls have to say? 


Deeply, profoundly, they stressed 


the fact that true guidance in life 
begins at its sourso. The first thing 
is getting right direction. "Keep thy 
heart with all diligence"; says one 
of the great proverbs (Proverbs 4: 
23). "for out of it arc issues of life.' 


It is amazing how repeatedly this 


stress upon the heart as the inner 
soursc of life and motive appears in 
inn Hebrew Scriptures of the Old 
Testament. 


Its intense, but typical expression 


is in Psalms 139:23, "Search me, O 
God, 
and know my heart: try me 


ancl know my thoughts: and sec if 
there be any wicked way ever- 
lasting."
